THE FUR BEARERS SAFE UNTjL MAY 


All Poachers To Be the legitimate Meat 


of Either American or British Naval 
Vessels—Conclusion of the First Stage 
of the Negotiations—Summary of tho 
Correspondence Between the Govern- 
ment!—Some Points In 'Which lord 
Salisbury Met Something Very Rigid 
In tlie Way of Backbone. 
WASHINGTON CITY, June 10.—The first 


Agreement between Great Britain and the 
Jnited States relating to the Behring sea 
controversy was signed yesterday, and 
the president immediately issued a proc- 
lamation declaring it in force from this 
date. 
Secretary Foster has also tele- 


graphed Capt. Hooper, commanding th« 
iteamer Corwln at San Francisco, to pro- 
ceed with all possible dispatch to th« 
Pribylov islands -with copies of the presi- 
dent's proclamation for distribution to in 
terested parties, commanders of all United 
States and British war or revenue vessels, 
and then proceed to enforce the provis- 
ions of the proclamation. 
The agreemenl 


is a modus vivendi, which stops sealing id 
the waters of Behring sea until next May, 
and was carried to completion with a 
ipeed unprecedented in the history of tlie 
state department, nearly all the negotia- 
tions being carried on by cable. 


Summary of the Modus Vivendi. 


The modus vivendi provides that the 


United States and Great Britain each wiK 
prohibit the killing of seals in Behring se< 
east ot the lino of Russian domain unti. 
next May; that vessels flying either flag 01 
manned by citizens or subjects of either 
government, caught violating this agree- 
ment shall be subject to seizure by the na 
val vessels of either government, to be 
banded over as soon as practicable to the 
proper jurisdiction; and that In order "U 
facilitate such proper inquiries as her ma 
jpsty's government may desire to make 
with a view to the presentation of the case 
of that government before arbitrators, am1 
in expectation that an agreement for arbi- 
tration may be arrived at, it is agreed thai 
suitable persons designated by Great Brit- 
ain will be permitted at any time, upoi: 
application, to visit or remain upon the 
seal islands during the present sealint 
season for that purpose." The right of thi 
United States to kill T,500 seals is one of 
the conditions of agreement. 


The Prellmlrtary Negotiations. 


The correspondence leading up to this 


agreement is voluminous and at severa. 
points difficulties arose which jeopard 
ized the success of the negotiations, but 
they were all smoothed over, principally 
by concessions made by Lord Salisbury 
who seems to have stumbled into severa 
pits of obstruction. The first proposition 
came from England and included the 
whole of Behring sea in the prohibition 
provided for a British consul on the isl 
ands and for the consent of Russia. The 
president objected to all three of these; the 
first because the United States had no 
jurisdiction in Behring sea west of the 
Russian Hue, and that part of the sea hat 
no place in the arbitration of the ques 
tion. 


A Coiibiil Out of Ihe Question. 


A consul on the islands was utterly im 


possible because the United States laws 
forbade any one to live on the islands nn 
less authorized by the treasury. The con 
sent of Russia was objected to because 11 
would delay matters until it was too late 
and because the controversy is limited to 
that part of the Sea over which Kussi 
has no control. The proposition was do 
dared to present an insuperable difficulty 
and Lord Salisbury was practically tolc 
that insistence thereupon nonld stop the 
whole business. 
It was impossible to 


make this agreement broader than the 
whole subject of content ion. The president 
therefore hoped that upon reconsideration 
Lord Salisbury would waive his sngges 
tions. 


WAIVES HIS POINT 


And Makes Another Proposition That Is 


Teetotully Rejected. 


The president also proposed that tin 


naval force of either nation should be 
authorized to capture violators of the 
agreement flying either flag. In his re 
ply Salisbury waives his point relating to 
Russia, accepts the last proposition given 
above, and then suggests that the United 
States 
specifically 
authorise the resi 


denee of a British 
consul on 
the 


islands ''to set' that the limit of 7,500 seals 
is not exceeded by the United States." lie 
also says that the agreement on terms of 
arbitration at the same time as the modus 
vivendi is n matter of the greatest impor- 
tance, and that another "modus'' next 
year will be out of the question. 


Must Trust lincle Sam's Honor. 


In reply the president says he is "sure 


that Lord Salisbury will not question tho 
absolute good faith of this government in 
observing its stipulation to limit the catch 
to 7,500. The government could not, of 
course, consent to any arrangement that 
implied such a doubt, or involved any for- 
eign supervision on the islands." 
The 


president adds that the United States will 
put no obstacle in the way of Great Brit- 
ain sending suitable persons to make ob- 
servations on the islands in order to obtain 
such information us to seal life as is nec- 
essary to the presentation of her case, and 
in the proposition for a modus vivendi 
presented with this communication a 
provision is inserted with that object in 
view*. 


Beginning to Flop Together. 


Sir Julian Pnuncofote answers this with 


practically the same proposition, adding a 
clause providing for a commission of Jour 
rxiierts, two fqr each government, and a 
chairman nominated by the arbitrators or 
by the commissioners, to examine and re- 
port on the question what agreements, if 
any, to preserve the fur seal are necessary 
between the United States, Great Britain, 
and Russia; nbio providing that the United 
States will join England in requesting 
Russia to come into this modus vivendi. 
He argues that it Is important that the 
joint commission shall be appointed at 
once, The proposal to make a request of 
Russia to join the modus vivendi was re- 
jected, but the proposition in regard to a 
joint commission was accepted. 


The end of the whole thing was reached 


June 18, when Sir- Julian wrote that be 
had authority to sign the agreement OB it 
la summarized in the second paragraph of 
this dispatch, but with the condition that 
the joint commission be appointed- with- 
out delay. This was accepted by the pnc- 
Identand Acting Secretary Whartonaf

;erday, the president's proclamation i*- 
gued. and here endeth the first completed 
chapter of the Behring sea controversy.

grewsome organization into prominence. 
The history of the club dates back some 
six years. 
As originally organized its 


membershipwas limited to six, but soon 
as the existence of the club was fcno. n 
the members wore besieged with applica- 
tions for membership and were obliged to 
let others in until the original six grew to 
eighteen. 


They Gel There All th« Same. 


It is not known whether lots are drawn 


to decide who is to commit suicide or 
whether the members are sworn at initia- 
tion to destroy themselves within a stated 
time. The latter theory seems the most 
probable from the fact th«t the mortuary 
record of the club has always been kept up 
with fearful regulnuty, as is iitlcsted by 
the following list of suicides of the mem- 
bers: August Heisterh.igen, found dead In 
a cellar with a bullet hole in his head; 
Joseph Kopp, shot himself in bcdn.t Water 
and Bank streets George Leaveuwortb 
was found de.id in Case's hotel from laud 
auum, self administered. 


Seven Other lliisli 3Ieii. 


William Meckcl cut his throat with a 


razor in his room on Bank street; John 
Klcnzy shot himself through the heart 
with a rifle in the cellar of Ms saloon on 
Main street; John Schneider threw him- 
self in front of a locomotive on South av- 
erme; John Mat tern hanged himself lu 
his shop on Hank stieet; Wendell Biuim 
cut his throat with a jac'ikniCe while in 
New York; W. H. Maby shot himself wich 
a revolver; E. F. Schmidt blew bis brains 
out with a shotgun at his hotel in Bir- 
mingham.

The Mnn frcm Yale Declares That There 


Are Many Mistakes on Points of Sci- 
ence and History In the Sncred Roolc, • 
but They Can Be Passed by—The Re- 
marks of the Professor Received with 
Applause by the Conferences 


NEW Yor.K, June 10.—The Baptist 
hurch has virtually adopted the theory 
hat there are errors in the Bible. 
In an 


jfficial manner Monday the Baptist min- 
sterlal conference of this city listened to 
and approved an elaborate exposition of 
he theory that the Bible, while being the 
nspired word of God, contains errors. 
Professor William R. Harper, of Yale, and 
>resident-elect of the great Baptist uni- 
•ersity just founded at Chicago by John 
3. Rockefeller, mude the exposition in the 
orm of an address at the Baptist taber- 
nacle Mondjjiy morning. Professor Harper 
declared that the 
inductive 
method, 


which is the method of high criticism, is 
;he pro]>er way to study the Bible; that 
this method of study develops the fact that 
there are many errors on points of science 
an8 history ia the Bible, and that these 
errors may bo admitted and be allowed 
without surrendering the belief in the 
"aspiration and infallibility of the Bible 
n matters of faith and practice. 
''In the 


last,''he gnid, "it was tho literal and ar- 
,ificial 
handling 
of 
prophecy which 


jlinded the eyes of the Je'.vs and led them 
to reject the Messiah when he came. 


Tho Old Testament. 


'The same literal and artificial method 


lias bliiiderl the cyefi of men of to-day, 
and as n result the Old Testament 19 
practically rejected from being reckoned 


a part of the divine work, not merely 


!)y skeptics, but also by those professedly 
most devout, who nevertheless In word 
mid act confess that they find nothing to 
help them iu this great storehouse of di- 
vine material. There are new things com- 
ing, or rather, there nre new ways of loot' 
ing at old things. [Applause.] It seeme 
tome that 'lien; is before the Baptist 
nomination an opportunity that no other 
denomination bus. The ISnptlst church 
basal nays allowed its members to inter- 
pret the word of (.iod each for himself. 1 
hope the Baptist denomination is now 
ready to take a RUind in defense of this 
principle. It seems a hard thing to ac- 
cept—how n man can admit the existence 
of historical and scientific errors in the 
Bible and stilll hold to the Scriptures as 
the infallible, inspired word of God on all 
matters of faith and practice. The errors 
nre there, anil those who see them may 
also acci'iil the Bible us divine. 


Deny the Errors. 


There is no motive on the part of bibli- 


cal shidi'iits for bringing these errors for- 
wnril. 1 wn'ild almost give my right hanc 
to !«' able to Hay that there are no errors 
in the Hi'ile. It has been said that there 
are many lenrnixl men who deny these 
errors. «ho «ay that what have been 
picked out as errors have been subse- 
quently shown to have been no errors al 
all. 
But it is not dillicult to see what mo- 


tive these learned men have for taking 
this position, or by v, hat 
haphnzarc 


method of exegensics they disprove the ex- 
istence of errors. The editor of the lead- 
ing Baptist paper, Tlie Examiner, told me 
today that no Baptist WHS called on to 
believe in the absolute.accuracy of the bi- 
ble its to matters of history and science. 
[Applause.] I asked him if I could 
quote him ns saying so. 'Yes,'he replied, 
but quote me with caution.'" [Applause 
and laughter.]

ON THE BOTTOM OF THE RIVER. 


Three of Uncle Sam's New Blortors 3Ieet 


an Inglorious Fate. 


PROVIDENCE. It. L, June IB.—Three of 


;he new mortars for the United States gov- 
ernment, each weighing fourteen ten, were 
drawn on an eight horse dray from the 
builders' iron foundry to the river front 
for shipment to the proving ground at 
Sandy Hook. Monday night they are rest- 
.ng ingloriously upon the mud on tho bot- 
tom of Providence river. The steam light- 
er, Archer, of Fall Hiver, was to transport 
;he big guns, and two had been safely 
"anded Monday afternoon and layathwart- 
ehip upon the deck. The third gun was 
in the air, carried by tackle rigged with 
one and one-half inch Russian hemp rope 
on the Archer's dock.

ticight had been gained when the guy rope 
which was to swing the ponderous burden 
on board broke and the lighter began to 
careen as the heavy burden swnng off. 
The big gun fell into the river with a 
mighty splash. The vessel's deck lay at 
an angle and the other two guns slid down 
into the water before she righted. 


Ghastly Find In Texas. 


DEMSON, Tex., June 16.—The remains 


of two dead persons—a man and a boy— 
weae discovered in the brush on the Nolan 
farm about four miles north of this place 
yesterday morning. The bodies were so 
decomposed that identification was im 
passible. All the circumstances point to 
a murder. They must have been strangers 
in this section, us no residents are missing. 
The clothing on the person of the man 
had been affected by the weather, bul 
sufficient was left to denote that he ha« 
been well dressed. The boy was dressed 
hi a cutaway suit, with the ordinary 
jacket.
